Only members of the family and 
about twenty of his most intimate 
friends were present at the inter- 
ment, gendarmes keeping at a dis- 
tance vitfagers and other specta- 
tors. 
Rain which had been persistent 
all morning ceased as the little cor- 
tege entered the burial place, but 
the aky remained gray and misty. 
Although the premier's 
closest 


friends had announced he would be 
'buried standing upright, the family 
decided at the last moment that 
trie grave should be dug as usual 
because solid rock crops out at the

INCREASE FEDERAL 


ROAD ASSISTANCE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Wh- 
Chairman Dowell of the house roads 
committee announced 
today 
he 
would seek an increase from $75,- 
dOO.OOO to.$125,000,000 in the annual 
organization 
for federal highway 
aid for the fiscal years 1931 and 
1932 In response to a general move- 
ment over the country for expan- 
sion of road building programs. 
Conferences with officials of the 
bureau of roads, members of state 
highway commissions and associa- 
tion sponsoring highways, 
had 
shown him, Dowell said, the coun- 
try as 'a whole desires to extend and 
improve the highway systems. 
Since the war, he said, $75,000,- 
000 has been sufficient to meet the 
annual demands of states which 
match the federal money dollar fofr 
dollar In the construction of arterial 
highways. 
Dowell said In many parts of the 
country, particularly in the west- 
ern states, there was an urgent de»> 
mand to build roads 
to connect 
links which would afford complete 
highways which were now only im- 
proved in sections. 
Texas Would Be 


Greatly Benefited 


AUSTIN, 
Nov. 25. — WV- Texas 
probably would' receive $3,000,000 
additional yearly for road work If 
congress should increase the an- 
nual appropriation from $75,000,000 
to $125,000,000, R. S. Sterling of 
Houston,' chairman 
of the state 
highway commission, said here to- 
day.Sterling pointed out that 
the 
state now receives $4,500,000 in fed- 
eral aid each year. If Texas, shares 
the proposed increase in propor- 
tion to the present allotment this 
state would get $7,500,000 annual- 
ly.At its recent meeting in San An- 
tonio of highway officials urged an 
increased federal appropriation for 
highways. 


DALLAS, Nov. 25.—'W>—J. Doak 


Roberts, president of the- Texas 
Baseball League since 1920 and one 
of the game's most popular' fig- 
ures, died at his home here today 
after an Illness of more than a 
year. He was 58. 


Mr. Roberts was thought to have 


recovered from his lengthy IllnesJ 
and attanded a recent meeting of 
Texas League officials. He suffer- 
ed a relapse several days ago, how- 
over, and sank rapidly. He is sur- 
vived by his widow and one son, 
M. Doak Roberts, who lives here. 
Mr. Roberts devoted the greater 
part of his life to active participa- 
tion as a club owner and as an ex- 
ecutive of the Texas League. For 
the greater part Of the past season 
he was on a leave of absence. If 
bis health permitted, he was to 
have returned to active leadership 
January 1.

For the 100,000 counters need- 
ed, 40,000 already have volunteered 
seeking appointment as enumera- 
.ors by taking written examinations 
>y mail. 
While these assistants prepare to 
go*lnto highways and byways of 
city, hamlet and country site, the 
director ia preparing a place for 
about 7.000 others who will take 
the mathematical harvest and feed 
t as grist to machines that 
will 
turn out the almost-finished prod, 
uct.Grown grey in the business of 
Laking the census, Director Steuart 
has employed the benefits of his 
years' experience in mapping the 
country into geographical districts 
and setting up organization. Wiry, 
with eyes brightly-alert, going ahead 
with his work while telling about 
It, he turned from answering ques- 
tions to give directions to his as- 
sistants and to sign Instructions. 
Facts To Be Tabulated. 
Close to his present headquarters 
is another government building, 
which will be given over to the cen- 
sus making.

With his wife, his son Fred, and 
his son-in-law. General John 
J. 
Pershing, at his bedside, the elder- 
ly legislator died yesterday 
from 
pneumonia and bronchitis. He was 
85 years of age. 
The senate will honor the man 


who was one of its members con- 
tinuously for 35 years with a state 
funeral tomorrow in 
the 
senate 
chamber, and afterward delegations 
from both houses of congress will 
escort the body to Wyoming. 
Senator Warren had the reputa- 
tion of being one of the 
state's 
hardest workers, and the robustness 
of his constitution was a source of 
Amazement to his friends. Many 
times he sat through an all night 
filibuster, while younger members 
sought the comfort of their beds.

in 1921, Senator

He had reached an estimated 
elevation of two miles before enter- 
ing the dive, and when he attempt- 
ed to draw out of the dive at about 
0000 feet, they said, the ship refus- 
ed to light itself and tore down- 
wards nose first at terrifice speed.

! cd as one of the most forceful por- 
] sronages the French nation has ever 
produced, lived up to thaf estimate 
of him until his end. Although he 
retired from active participation in 
French politics In 1919, after his 
defeat for the presidency of the re- 
public, he did nqt regard his life's 
activities, finished, notwithstanding 
that he was then 78 years of age. 
Later he disclosed that 
he had 
planned work which would take 15 
years to complete. 


After his retirement from public 


Ikfe, Clemenceau selected as his 
home for his remaining years a lit- 
tle farm house overlooking the sea 
on the wild coast of the Bay of Bis- 
cay, a few miles from where he 
was born. There he lived virtually 
the Ufa of a recluse—a rather uni- 
que experience for the Tiger of 
Franco and, for that matter, for 
France itself. 
The only time he 
appeared 
before public audiences 


since then was on the occasion of 
his visit to the United States in the 
latter part of 1922. 
Long Public Career. 


Clemenceau — physician, editor, 


politician, 
scholar, duellist 
and 
twice premier of France—had an 
active public career of more than 
50 years. It really began with a 
great war and terminated with the 
greatest of all wars. 
And in be- 
tween he fought many battles in 
the political arena and on the field 
of honor—he always loved a fight— 
and never let slip by the opportun- 
ity to engage in one. His indomi- 
table courage had become a by- 
world in the land. Nothing daunt- 
ed him. 
Hence, his self-elimination from 


public life caused tho French to 
wonder whether defeat In his ad- 
vaclng years had broken the fight- 
ing Clemenceau spirit. 
They re- 
called his "I'll see this war through 
to a finish," hurled defiantly at 
those who demanded his resigna- 
tion only a year before. They could 
not reconcile retirement in defeat 
with such a defiant spirit. 
But Clemenceau remained silent. 
He did not disclose his plans. 


After he had been in retirement a 
few years publishers on both sides 
of the Atlantic sought to bring him 
to the fore again with tempting of- 
fers for his writings. He would not 
be tempted. 
"I cannot accept," said the old 
statesman to one agent. 
"If I 
write anything 
for you I must 
write what I think it is certain to- 
create a whole lot oi' jtrouble. There 
la enough trouble now. Why cause 
more?" 
Wrote Memoirs 
About "that time friends disclos- 
ed that the Old Tiger, since his re- 
tirement, had been occupying him- 
self with a little garden to produce 
vegetables for his meager living 
and writing his memoirs. 
Clemenceau's memoirs! 
That announcement caused vari- 
ed emotions among the public men 
of Franca—curiosity, joy,1 indigna- 
tion, fear—according to their rela- 
tions with the Tiger during his 
lifetime. For whether accused by 
his enemies of having Imposed up- 
on France a dictatorship of Na- 
poleonic insolence or hailed by his 
followers 
as 
the 
"Saviour 
of 
France" and the "Father of Vic- 
tory," he was widely discussed, hat- 
ed, admired and loved; Clemenceau 
left no one Indifferent. 
Clemenceau was 76 when he was 
called to pilot France through the 


darkest days of the world war. For 
tho first three years of the con- 
flict ho had been a bitter critic of 
tho government. A master of epi- 
gram, ho made his pointed phrases 
an much feared as his arguments 
and gave further vent to his caus- 
tic criticisms in signed articles In 
L'Homme Libre, a daily newspaper 
established at the beginning of the 
war for that purpose. 
Saw Cabinet Collapse 


While in the senate Clemenceau 
was a member of the military com- 
mittee and wielded powerful in- 
fluence on war politics. He 
saw 
the ministries of Vivianl, Briand 
and Ribot collapse and when the 
Painleve government 
began to 


quivver under his attacks he start- 
ed the famous drive against "Bo- 
loism," and it was on that issue 
that that cabinet fell. 
Tho Tiger succeeded the man 


whose downfall he caused and took 
tho helm when the stoicism of the 
nation was undermined by treason, 
dissension and intrigue. The aged 
statesman Injected a new interest 
in life for France. 
He gave new 
heart to the all but discouraged 
poilu who had defended France In 
three years of conflict such as tho 
world had never seen. The Tiger 
knew the enemy of France and pos- 
sessed the will to destroy him. All 
other evils he regarded as nothing 
compared with surrender. 
Shortly after Clemenceau's rise 
to power he caused the arrest of 
his former political colleague, Jos- 
eph Caillaux, on charges of com- 
merce with the enemy and high 
treason. Calliaux was convicted on 
the former 
charge, 
but that of 
treason was quashed. 
Calls For Victory 


After 
Clemenceau refused the 
Austrian peace overtures, the Irate 
socialists demanded: "What 
are 
your alms?" 
Pacing the speaker's tribute like 
a weather-beaten old skipper on 
tha bridge of his ship In a gale, 
the premier waited for the noise 
to abate. 
"Victory," he thundered at his 
tormentors. The one word deliver- 
ed In the true, Clemfcnceau charac- 
teristic manner, had the desired ef- 
fect and 500 deputies arose 
and 
gave him an ovation, 


When able to resume he went on: 
"Home politics? I wage war. For- 
eign politics? I wage war. Russia 
berays lus? I continue to wage 
war. We will fight before Paris;. 
we will fight behind Paris; we ,will 
fight, if necessary to the Pyrenees. 
I will continue to the very last 
quarter of an hour, because the 
last quarter 
of an hour will be 
ours." 
That was the spirit with which 


Clemenceau was imbued when he 
was called upon to form a minis- 
try after the Russian Debacle "bf 
1917, when the cause of the allies 
began to look critical and it was 
.that spirit that he maintained un. 
til victory had been won. 
During his administration as war 
premeier Clemenceau carried on his 
•work with the same remarkable 
energy that characterized his life 
throughout his fifty years of pub- 
lic activity. He visited the battle 
fronts to get first hand knowledge 
of the situation. On those occa- 
sions he again displayed his re- 
markable courage and fearlessness. 
No Steel Helmet. 
On one visit to Verdun officers 
from general headquarters insisted 
that he wear a steel helmet. 
"No," replied the Tiger, "steel 
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helmets are the privllelge of the 
president of the republic. I'll stick 
to my old felt hat.'r 


Poincare, who was president of 
Franco at the time, always follow- 
ed the advice of the officers regard- 
Ing the steel helmet. Although It 
was Palncare who called Clemen- 
ceau to form the ministry during 
the war the premier never missed 
an opportunity to direct one of his 
caustic remarks at the president. 
They, however, became reconciled 
at tho time of the armistice and 
shook hands when the French army 
entered Strasbourg. 
While visiting Verdun a second 
time with shells 
exploding 
all 
around, the officer accompanying I 
Clemenceau suggested that he lie 
flat upon the ground until the flur- 
ry passed. The Tiger pointing to 
the poilus nearby and apparently 
trying to stretch himself a little 
more than his. full height, asked: 
"What would they think?' 
"But you might be killed," the 


officer insisted. "It is suicide." 
"Suicide, perhaps," replied Cle- 
menceau, "suicide for love at my 
age, for love of France." 


After the war a prominent mem- 
ber of the parliament said: 
"France was saved three times 
during the war. Three great nam- 
es will go down In history and live 
forever: The Marne, Verdun and 
Clemenceau." 


"What about Foch?" he was ask- 
ed. 


"There should have been no need 
of Foch or any other allied mili- 
tary leader in 1918," 
ho replied, 
"had not Clemenceau assumed pow- 
er a few months before. The war 
would have been over, tho Ger- 
mans in Paris." 
Names Foch. 
The appointment 
of Marshal 
Foch to command the French arm- 
ies was one of the first moves of 
Clemenceau after assuming power 
and this In turn led to Foch's se- 
lection as generalissimo of the en- 
tire allied forces. 
With the was- over and the Ger- 
man empire crushed, Clemenceau 
rose to an equally high point during 
the peace conference in Paris, of 
which, as president, he was the 
foremost figure In the open ses- 
sions, ruling with an iron hand. 
At the same time he was one of 


the dominating Influences of tho 
"Big Four"—Wilson, Lloyd George, 
Clemenceau and Orlando—who held 
protracted secret sessions and shap- 
ed the work of tho public assem- 
blies. 


Clemenceau came to the United 
States unofficially in November, 
1922, his second visit to this country 
to defend the position of his coun- 
try. There arose a feeling that the 
United States was losing some of 
its traditional sympathy for France 
because of tho latter's reparations 
policy and other post-war condi- 
tions and the Tiger came, as ho ex- 
pressed it, "to present the case oC 
France to the American people.". 
He addressed capacity audiences at 
New York, Boston, 
Chicago, St. 
Louis, Washington and 'Philadel- 
phia and was given 
tremendous 
public ovations. There was wide in- 
terest in the Tiger himself, but his 
mission was not regarded as hav- 
ing been entirely successful. 


Clemenceau first came to 
the 
United States in 1866 when he was 
'25 years old. He had a physician's 
certificate and a case of new sur- 
gical instruments, but little money 
and no friends here. He had serv- 
ed a short sentence in prison for 
shouting on the streets of Paris 
"Vive ia Republlque," and upon his 
release determined to visit Ameri- 
ca that he might "sec what a real 
republc looked like." 
Entering 
upon the practice of medicine, as 
several generations of his family 
before him had 
done, 
he soon 


found his earnings insufflcent to 
support him. He wrote articles on 
American life for the Baris Temps 
and to further increase his income 
took a position in the New York 
public library. 
The Old Tiger later ascribed his 
intellectual development 
to that 


position and of that period in his 
life once wrote: 
"They were the happlenst days 
I have ever known, the only really 
happy ones, indeed. The library 
'was well supplied with tho best 
works of all sorts. It was gener- 
ally deserted. I requisitioned it. 
Secluded, far from the tumult of 
the streets in a little room Inac- 
cessible to the few visitors 
that 
came, I resSI tho best hstorians 
and philosophers. 
Days, weeks 


and months passed. It lasted two 
years. My mind acquired there 
what it lacked. There my intellect 
completed Us formation. It was a 
delight." 


But hunger, which causes 
the 
wolf to come out of the woods, 
brought the future Tiger out of his 
literary lair. Remittances 
from 
his father had ceased 
and the 
young man must earn his own liv- 
ing. 


Weds American Girl, 
About that time a Miss Aiken 
started a school for girls at Stam- 
ford, Conn., and happening to hear 
of 'Clemenceau, induced him to ac- 
cept a position as professor 
of 
French in the new school. 
In a 
short time Miss Alken 
learned 
that the young Frenchman was an 
expert horseman, with the result 
that a course in horsemanship was 
added to the school's curriculum 
with tho professor of French as 
instructor. 


Among the pupils ho took Tor 
long rides in the country was a 
Miss Mary Plummer, whoso father 
had been a resident of Springfield, 
Mass., and an official of the Con- 
necticut River Railroad, now a 
part of the Boston & Maine sys- 
tem, 
Clemenceau fell In love with 
the gjrl and upon the completion 
of her studios in 1869 they went to 
New York and were married nt 
the city hall. This ceremony wa8 
followed by a religious one soon 
afterward. 
After 23 years, during which 
time three children were born to 
them, they were 
divorced and 


Mme. Clemenceau returned to the 
United States, making her home 
for a time in the Central West. 
She was a native of Durand, Wis. 


On March 16, 1923, the Milwau- 
kee Journal announced the death 
of the former Mme. Clemenceau in 
Paris, where she had been an in- 
valid for ten years. A Paris dis- 
patch of the same date stated that 
her death had occurred six months 
before and received little public 
attention at the time owing to the 
delicate and almost forgotten mar- 
ital questions involved. I also said 
that the divorce, according to Par- 
is court records, had been granted 
to M. Clemenceau, who was given 
tho custody of the three children, 
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and that later he voluntarily ac- 
corded hia former wife an annuity. 
A few years after" the dlvorca 


proceedings the Tiger 
married a 
Parisienne as his second wife. 
Returns to Funeral. 
In 1870 when the power of Na- 


poleon III' was walning rapidly 
Clemenceaui returned to France. 
Throughout 
the Franco-Prussian 
war and tha siege of Paris he waa 
mayor of the Montmartre district. 
He was first elected to the gener- 
al assembly in 1871 and five years 
later to the chamber of deputies, 
where he soon became a leader of 
the radicals. 


Clemenceau enhanced Ms politi- 
cal power by journalistic activities 
which had interested him for.sev- 


eral years. He founded In ISA) lA 
Justice, a dally 
newspaper, 
oi 
which he became chlej 
editor, 
With the aid ,of this weapon he 
destroyed half a dozen mlnlstrlel 
In as many years. One of his in- 
sistent demands throughout this 
period, and of his whole political 
career In fact,. was the complete 
separation of church 
and Bt«te< 
For this reason he never had the 
support of the clericals. 


Powerful as he wasi for more 
than 20 years after 1876, Clemen- 
ceau fell in 1893, and Ml so hard 
that his return to politics was be- 
lieved hopeless. Apparently he W*B

Paul, and C. B. Randall, president 
of the St. Paul association of com- 
merce.

Outlook Is Good. 


The Indications, he tells them, all 
point in the opposite direction and 
to bolster this view he has mar- 
shalled an impressive array of sta- 
tistics on impending construction 
activities, received the assurance of 
industrial leaders that no . wage 
reductions will be Instituted and set 
the agencies of the government to 
functioning. 


Mr. Hoover fully realizes and Is 
anxious to allay the natural appre- 
hension caused by the decline in 
securities prices and the attendant 
inclination of the working man to 
reduce his expenditures for neces- 
sities and little luxuries alike. Tak- 
en in aggregate, he feels such a re- 
cession would bring about a serious 
decrease in the general demand for 
commodities thus bringing on the 
very situation which the consumer 
fears and the president is cam- 
paigning to avert. 


Thia attitude on the part of Mr. 


Hoover is regarded as a significant 
features of his calling tho leaders 
of organized labor into the series 
of conferences with which his week 
was crowded.

the manufacture of materials; the 
agreement of the industrial leaders 
not to reduce wages and of tho la_ 
bor spokesmen not to initiate now 
moves for increases until the pres- 
ent situation Is past; and the pros- 
pective formulation of a continuing 
committee, under auspices of the 
United States chamber of com- 
merce, to look to the stability of 
American business. 


Building To Increase. 


The presidenht also conferred late 
yesterday with representatives of 
the building industry. They told 
him a ten percent increase in high- 
way construction is in prospect for 
the next year and estimated the 
total expenditure for this purpose 
would be approximately one billion 
one hundred million dollara.

Better General Feeling 


Follows Recovery Market 


and Washington Meetings 


NEW YORK. Nov. 23.-(.TV-Dun's Review tqday said: After 


the extended period of extreme speculative disorder, several 
constructive and supporting factors have combined to produce 
a better general feeling. The culmination of the collapse of 
stock. prices, with subsequent recovery under normal trading 
conditions; the great deflation of loans; the progressive easing 
of money rates here and abroad; the lessened depression in 
commodity markets, and the Washington conferences for the 
furtherence of commercial stability and expansion all have 
served to give sentiment an improved tone. Other elements, in- 
cluding the demonstrated solidity of the banking position at 
a time of unprecedented pressure, have contributed to the in- 
crease in confidence, which it is hoped will spread with a wider 
recognition of the strong underlying forces in the present situ- 
ation. Not lilogically. evidences of business retrogression have 
become more common, but the recession has been free from 
some of the highly disturbing phases which had accompanied 
certain earlier setbacks. Considering the severity of the late 
financial experience, it is reassuring that trade has resisted the 
shock so well, and for this reason many Interests are disposed 
to take hopeful view that the deleterious effects may not be 
long continued.
